THAT HE MENTIONS. 
Young Men and Young Women Go to 
Them and Soon Become Toughs 
“or Woise, and He Wishes 
Them Clcsed. 

The Rev. Fathern.James T. Coffey, rector 
of St. John’s Church, at Sixteenth and 
Chestnut streets, has determined to rid 

his parish of the wineroom evil. 


Under his leadership the members of St. 
John’s congregation will inaugurate the 
crusade Monday night, when a_ petition, 
ehowing the harm wrought by the “‘drag- 
nets of vice,"’ will be formulated and pre- 
sented to the Police Board for action, 

In the compiairmt special attention will 
be directed to the resorts situated at (he 
pouthwest corner of Pine and Fifteenth 
Btreets and Sixteenth and Market etreets. 

Father Coffey declared to the Post-Dis- 
paich that the two places mentioned are 
the worst pl gue spots of corruption in St. 


Louis. He drew a vivid word picture of 

improperly conducted winerooms, and eaid: 
“They have perverted the morals of young 
eople more than al! other sources com- 
ned; crime is fostered in them and a 

man. may consider himself without the 
ee of the law when he frequents one of 
lem. 

“The ‘wineroom pest’ is not a new theme 
for me. I have preached against it, worked 
against it, used my influence with others 
to suppress it, yet the disease flourishes. 
Daily, hourly, it is sucking the ,ife-biood 
of young women and our young men. It is 
manufacturing moral lepers. If we cannot 
wipe out the winerooms, and in my opin- 
jon they are anu evil that must not exist, 
Jet ue try to have their proprietors respect 
public decency. 

“The houses of till-repute in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of St. John’e Church, too, must 
KO. A few vears ago notorious women, who 
are the creatures of wineroome, bred and 
nurtured in their unholy atmosphere, went 
to live directly opposite us on Chestnut 
street, between Sixteenth and, Seventeenth 
Streets. They were driven from other parts 

f the city, and flocked to this neighbor- 

00d to pursue their calling. Union Sta- 
tion is Only two blocks away, and they 
flocked around there. 

“For awhile persons going to and from 
the station were molested by them. Even 
now the negro women stop persons at night 
in front of Union Station and when’ an un- 
Suspecting traveler is entrapped you know 
what results. 

“Well, in conjunction with Dr. John Mat- 
thews, who was then pastor of septeparg 


Methodist Church, we managed to have 
the disreputable houses on Che inut be- 
tween Sixteenth and = Eighteent streets 
_ Closed. But they were secretly opened 


again under the name of reaming houses. 
The winerooms house these fallen sisters 
through the unseasonable hours of night 
and morning. Their victims are many. 
“To-day this nefarious business is car- 
ried on more boldly than ever. Olive, Pine, 
Chestnut and Market streets, the most 
opulous thoroughfares of our city, used 
y thousands in going from work in the

of peuple.

A weeping woman, a curs'ng man and a 

disconsolate lover are the principals in a 
romance that was closed up sharply by the 
police Monday morning. 
The weeping woman is Mrs. Nettie Wind- 
tuff and the cursing man is her husband 
George Windruff. They occupy cells in 
Capt. Young's Soulard Street Police Sta- 
tion. 

The role of lover, it is asserted, is played 
by Lee Van de Vere, lately enamored of the 
young woman, who now charges her and 
her husband with robbing him of $37.0 and 
a gold watch. 

She is 18 years of age, reatly dressed and, 
in a hapvier mood. might be attractive. 
Windruff is 35 or 40 vears of age, tall, raw- 
boned and sullen. : 

The woman says Van de Vere is about 21 
years old. He works for the Parker-Rus- 
sell Mining Co., and lives at 372) Morgan- 
ford road.. The story that he told the po- 
lice was that he met her at Forest Park 
Highiands on May 27, and that she gave her 
name as Mary Armstrong.

DELLA LAMON1 FELL OR JUMPED 
FROM A “RESTLE.

SHE WAS F/TALLY HURT. 
She Was Merry an Reckless a Few 
Moments Before nd Had Not 
Spoken of Eudin. Her Days. 


Della Lamont is at the “Greenwood Ho- 
tel,”’ in Belleville, with hit spine wrenched 
and is fatally injured. Sie leaped or fell 
from a high trestle at daybreak Monday 
morning. 

Accompanied by Dot Harris, the girl 
Started at dawn from the house at A and 
Race streets to take a walk. They went 
down the Air Line tracks to the high tres- 
tle across the Richland creek valley. They 
crossed nearly to the west side and turned 
back. They had taken only a few ateps 
when Della Lamont went off the trestle 
head first. 

The woman struck the ground ™ feet be- 
low, on her back. Dot Harris ran back to 
the house and told what had happened. 
Before she returned with help Charles 
Hess, coming from West Belleville, saw the 
woman and dragged her out of the mud. 
She was unconscious. 

The woman was taken to her home and a 
doctor called. She remained unconscious 
until 9 o'clock, when she was able to talk, 
but she could not or would not tel] how it 
‘had happened. She was then suffering in- 
tensely from spinal and internal injures, 
a= her recovery was considered impossi- 

©. 

Dot Harris said: ‘Della and I started out 
for.-a walk. Going across the trestle she 
acted strangely. he insisted on walking 
along the outer rail, and several times 
skipped along recklessly. \I warned her.to 
be careful, and she took hold of my hand. 

“When we neared the other end she in- 
sisted on turning back. As we did so she 
asked me to take her hand. I told her to 
wait until I caught up my dress. I. was 
walking a few steps in front of her. A 
negro passed and told us to be careful. 

““l heard Della ery ‘oh,’ and looked eround 
She was going head first over the trestel. I 
ran back to the house and toid what had 


happened. 

“I think now that Della jumped off the 
trestle. She had said nothing to indicate 
that she was tired of life.”’

She 
Claims that the robbery was the result of 
a plot hatched by her htsband, who, she 
says, compelled her to carry it out. She 
declares that he has mistreated her since 
their wedding in Chicago four years ago.

| Everything. | 


WOMAN RECEIVED MANY VOLTS. 


WHEN SHE TOUCHED A GATE 
VISIONS OF THINGS AROSE. 


Others Danced Merrily Until Inspector 
Callahan Camo and Cut the Wire 
That Was Doing All the 

Damage. ; 


Victor Schaeffer's grocery store and ea- 
loon at Jefferson avenue and Dickson getreet 
has harbored enough electricity in its walle, 
roof and especially its rainspouts, during the 
last week ‘‘to stock an automobile charg- 
ing station.” 

Groceryman Schaeffer found it out Sun- 
day to his serious discomfiture. 

A woman customer tried to leave the 
Store Sunday evening by the back gate. 
As she touched the gate fastening she re- 
ceived a shock whici all but knocked her 
down. She thought she had been. struck 
by somebody concealed rear the gate and 
called for Mr. Schaeffer. 

When ‘he came out she told him of her 


received a shock which 
touched the tin 


Suddenly he, too, 
nearly fevled him—he had 
rainspout leading from the roof to the 
drain in the alleyway. Mr. Schaeffer at 
once realized that it was electricity. 

He sent for Inspector CaHahan of the 
City Lighting Department, who lives in 
the neighborhood. Mr. Callahan’s examina- 
tion revealed a peculiar state of affairs. 

He found that the electricity came from 
a wire used to transmit power to the fans 
in the store. This wire entered through 
a hole in the brick wall over a window in 
the saloon. It was protected by insulation, 
and as an additional safeguard was sur- 
rounded by a tube. The insulation had 
worn from the wire and the tube had 
broken in the middle. . The electricity had 
leaked from the wire to the wall, and the 
rain yee had wet the bricks and the 
spouts, making the leakage of the elec-. 
tricity more rapid and the whole house 
had become a storage battery. 

The woman who first touched the gate, 
which is connected with the brick wall, 
had receiyed the heaviest shock. Mr. Cal- 
lahan estimated that fully .50 volts had 
flowed through her bod$ and that Mr. 
Schaeffer had received nearly as heavy a 
shock. 

“Ittds a peculiar cas@,” satd Mr. Calle- 
han. “I have known of similar occur- 
rences, but none quite as bad as this. [f 
a child had received the first shock, the 
result might have been serious. Or if 
the woman had a weak heart, she might 
have been killed. The whole house seemed 
to be permeated with electricity. Naturally 
the metal parts were more heavily charged 
than the walls.”’

I am inne} 
innocent! I am innocent!” ;

Dreyfus replied: ‘ “Yes, my Colonel.” 


RENNES, France, Aug. 7.—The trial of 
Capt. Dreyfus has begun. The famous pris- 
oner entered the courtroom at 7:10 this 
morning. Dreyfus came in with a firm step, 
though his face was pallid ahd his feat- 
ures strained. He is partly bald, and the Iit- 
tle hair he has ts gray and close cropped. 

In a clear, determined voice, the prisoner 
answered the formal questions of the Judge 
as to his name, age, etc. He sat facing the 
Judges, with his hands resting on his knees, 
an impassive figure. The trial opened so 
far as Rennes is concerned in an atmos. 
phere of perfect tranquility. The popufation 
is apparently indifferent. Only a amall 
crowd, at the most 50 perscns, had gathered 
outside the entrance to the Lycee by 6 
o'clock. A majority of these were journal- 
ists. The prefect of police and chief of the 
secret police, Viguier, arrived just before 
6 a. m, and began the superintendency of 
police measures. At this time only half a 
dozen gendarmes were present. They Were. 
stationed at the portal of the Lycee Col; 
lege and inside the @te in front of the 
Lycee, which is separated from the side- 
walk of the Averue de la Gare by a high 
‘iron railroad, which no one was allowed to 
pass until Dreyfus had been transférred 
trom the military prison to the room within: 
the Lycee building, where he had been sum- 
moned to enter the courtroom, 
Strong detachments of gendarmes on foot 
and mounted began to arrive at 6 o’olock 
and took up their positions in the side 
streets around the Lycee.

The Maine Central Railroad ran excur- 
sions to Bar Harbor from all sections of 
its line in Maine, the attraction being the 
vessels of the North Atlantic squadron, 
which were expected to arrive here to-day. 

All morning long trains packed with ex- 
cursionists were rushing to Bar Harbor. 
The train which left Bangor at 8:25 0 clock 
consisted: of 12 cars, jammed with people. 
At Mount Desert Ferry, the terminus of 
the line, the train is left for the boat for 
an 18-mile sail to Bar Harbor. 


FMrom the wharf, a stip or gangplank, 4 
feet long and 10 feet wide, leads up to the 
boat. The slip. hinged at the inner end, 
was raised or lowered to suit the tide. The 
wharf extends on both sides, flush with the 
end of the wooden gangplank. 
When the excursion train from Bangor 
arrived at the ferry, there was a rush for 
the steamer Sappho. The first few pae- 
sengers had crossed safely, and it is esti- 
mated that 200 persons were massed on the 
ylank. 

Suddenly the long timber supporting the 
plank broke in the middie and a strug- 
giing, screaming mass of humanity was 
plunged into the water, 15 fegt below the 
wharf. F . 

Ropes and life preservers wre thrown to 
the crowd, but in the panic the people in 
the water clutched each other and many 
sank in groups in a death grapple. 

The precise numer of dead will not be 
known for sometime, as a strong tide 
sweeps under the pier, and some bodies may 
ave been carried away by it. Divers were 
set to work, 

Mra. Estey. one of the victims, was one 
of those who, while only apart from her 
husband a few feet, lost her life, while Mr. 
Estey was saved, aithough thrown into 
the water. 
The cufferers from injur’es will not be as 
numerous as those who suffered from shock 
and exposure, due to the immersion in the 
water. Of these e6everal are reported in a 
critical staie.

In 
one coal yard as high as $1.7 a day is 
being paid to shovelers, and they are scarce 
at that price.

THE HEAVIEST EVER FLOATED. 


Plans for Equipment Ncw Proposed by 
Chief of the Ordnance 
Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, <Aug. 7.—The heaviest 
batteries yet placed on any naval vessel in 
the world will be carried by the Georgia, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania, the new bat- 
tle ships authorized by the last Congress, if 
the suggestions of Rear Admiral O'Neill, 
chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, are 
adopted. These ships are to have an ap- 
proximate displacement of 13,500 tons each 
and speed and coal capacity entitling them 
to be classed almost es armored cruisers. 
Hy the lightening of the armor belt, 
made possible by the greatly Increased re- 
sisting power of the latest armor, Rear 
Admiral O'Neil is enabled to plan much 
heavier batteries: He has prepared five 
separate plans for the new shipe..° Each 
provides for “Se same number of guns of 
each caliber in the secondary batteries and 
the same general arrangement, but modi- 
fied hy cifferences in the matin batteries. 
In the secondary battery each vessel is to 
carry 16 3-inch guns, 30-caliber in length; 
16 3-pounders, four automatic 1-pounders, 
six single-shot 1-pounders, ten machine 
guns and two field guns. 

In the main batteries one plan contem- 
Plates four 12-inch guns of 4-caliber; four 
2-inch guns of 45-caliber and 12 6-inch guns 
of S0-caliber. The 12-inch guns are to be 
mounted in barbette turrets fore and aft 
of the superstructure, two 8-inch guns in 
y barbette turret on each beam 
and the 6-inch guns tn the throadside, so 
as to give the largest possible are of fire. 
The arrangement would give each ship a 
broadside battery on each side of- four 12- 
inch, two &8-inch and six 6-inch guns, in 
addition to a large number of secondary 
guns that could be brought to bear on 
each side. The guns of the main battery 
that could be brought to bear directly fore 
and aft would be two. 12-inch, four 8-inch 
and two 6-inch, in addition to numerous 
secondary battery guns. The second plan 


differs from the first in that it provides 
for eight 8-inch guns, arranged in four 
barhbette turrets, two on each side. There 


are two other plans identical with this, ex- 


cepy that one proposes to substitute four 
Iv-inch guns for the 12-inch and the other 


proposes to substitute two 10-inch and two 
12-inch for the four 12-inch guns. In these 
plans the fore and after fire is the same 
as in the first plan, but the broadside fire 
is Increased by two &8-inch guns. The fifth 
plan differs from the first in having no 
&-inch guns and increasing the number of 
t-inch to 16, eight firimge on each broad- 
side and four directly forward and two 
directly aft. 

The plan that will probably meet with 
most favor, if it is found to be practica- 
ble to carry it within the limit of weights 
ultimately assigned to the battery, is that 
of the four 12-inch guns and eight 8-inch. 
The S-inch gun, is of course. greatly fa- 
vored by navy men and proved its value in 
the Spanish war. It can be fired with ra- 
pidity and accuracy and is very cestructive 
against light or even medium weight ar- 
mor. If it comes to a question of reducing 
the number of &-inch guns or of reducing 
the guns from 12 to 10-inch, many officers 
would advocate the reduction in the size 
of part or all the heaviest guns. This plan 
is the more likely to be adopted, because 
the new 10-inch guns, 40-calibers in length, 
will have as great eS power as the 
12-inch guns of the type now in service 
on the Iowa The saving in weight of guns, 
and ammunition is very great if the 10-inch 
guns are used and ‘the dimensions of the 
turrets being less for the 10-inch guns, there 
is also a material saving in the weight of 
armor. 

Admiral O'’Neil’s suggestions contemplate 
the use of armor as light as is consistent 
with good practice. The waterline belt, 
to.exceed entire length of ship. 1s to be 
nine inches thick along the vital portions 
and will taper to four inches fore and aft 
of the main _ pbarbettes. The armor 
is to be much more distributed and 
the smaHer guns of both the main and sec- 
ondary batteries are to be given much 
better proteation than in any battleships 
previously designed, A novel feature for the 
American navy is a proposition to isolate 
the 6-inch guns in separate casements. so 
that a bursting shell might not put several 
guns out of action. Admiral O'Neil’s sug- 
gestions are accompanied by tables com- 
paring the efficiency of each of the pro- 
posed battery plans with the batteries of 
the battleships-already built and in course 
of construction for the American navy. 
The comparison is in favor of the proposed 
plan in every instance. In addition to their 
guns it is planned to give each vessel two 
under-water torpedo tubes,

FLAGGED AFAST MI 


THEN FAINTS ON THE TRACK. 


Railroad Authorities With Their Eyes 
on Dollars Had Refused the Plea 
of the Woman Made Des- 
perate by Grief. 


CHIQAGO, Aug. 7.—The anguish of the 
mother of a dying child on the one hand 
and the prospect of the loss of thousands 
of dollars, the inconveniencing of hundreds 
of passengers, and the delaying of the 
United States mails was the dilemma which 
confronted officials of the Chicago & North- 
western Railway Saturday. Cold-hearted 
commercialism, however, was placed be- 
fore the heart-broken appeals of the wo- 
man, but the mother’s desperation finally 


triumphed, and, after risking her life, she 
was enabled to reach the bedside of her

Shortly after 3 o'clock in the afternoon

long platform and occasionally turning 
tearful faces in the direction of the city. 


Finally the man approached Lang and in- 
quired the time of the arrival of the fast 
mail train from Chicago. Upon be'tng In- 
formed that the train never stopped under 
any circumstances, at Evanston, the look 
of agony on the man's face increased, an: 
his companion wrung her hands. The sta- 
tion agent was beseeched to flag the train, 


in humanity’s name, as the man and wo- 
man, who said they were Mr. and Mra. 
Nathan Allen of Kenosha, had been called 


to the bedstde of their child, who was dy- 
ing at home. : 

Upon being informed that it was out of 
the question to flag the train; that it had 
been tried before on several occasions with- 
out avail, for thé reason that it mounted 
a grade upon its approach to Evanston, and 
its stoppage meant quarter of 
an hour and thousands dollars to the 
railroad on account of missing conne ‘tions 
inthe north, the woman became frantic 
The man reasoned and implored until at 
length he prevailed upon Lang to tetegraph

5 per cent for oa 
second year, and 6 per cent thereafter, all dividends above 6 
per cent to be divided one-fourth to the stockholders an | 
three-fourths ta the city, to be used for street improvements 
and public achools.”’ 

Besides, the city is to have the right to purchase at any 
tine by paying for the stock and assuming the bonded debt. | 

If the debt is honestly contracted, and is not a mere con- 
trivance to water the capital, the scheme looks sound and 
sensible

TOLEDO'S LOSING FIGHT 

For ten vears the City of. Toledo, O., has had a municipal gas 
plant. And for ten years the Standard Oil Trust has tried 
to: oust the city from the ownership of such plant and supply 
gas by contract at its own terms. 

When the first move was made for city lighting, Toledo con- 
tracted with the oil trust to supply light, heat and power at 
certain figures. After running its pipe line to the city limits 
and opening up the streets for pipe laying, the trust made a 
desperate attempt to prices unreasonably and 
regardless of its agreement. The trust controlled most of the 
oll territory and supposed it had Toledo by the throat. 

The sentiment against this bandit-like proceeding resulted 
in Toledo voting bonds, leasing oil territory and supplying it- 
self with gas. 

But the trust could afford to wait. City governments 
change. Public sentiment subsides. Trust greed and watch- 
fulness never dic. A recent municipal government voted to 
sell the gas plant. Mayor Jones bid $300,000 for the property, 
on condition that it should revert to the city at a stated period. 

This did not satisfy the boodling “city fathers,’ who 
rejected the Mayor's bid and proposed to conclude the deal 
with the Northwestern Ohio Oil Co., representing the Standard 
Oil Trust, at $256,000. 

The gas plant has now been sold to a New York syndicate, 
at what the Toledo News calls a “star chamber” 
the eas trustees. The city of Toledo has completely lost con- 
trol of its gas plant. 

Toledo's fight points to the necessity for constant alertness 
and activity on the part of citizens in these days to prevent 
spoliation by organized greed.

A PRAISEWORTHY SCHEME. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Co. has formulated a plan to 
pension old employes. Employes, who have served the com- 
pany 30 vears, will be retired on their own request, but no one 
will be kept on the rolls of active employes after his 70th 
year. The scheme applies to the 22,000 persons in the service 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. proper. The annual dis- 
bursement on this account will amount to $500,000. 

This is a most praiseworthy attempt to humanize business 
relations. There is a popular belief—not wholly without sup- 
port in fact—that corporation managers have exclusively in 
mind the profits on the business and dividends for stockhold- 
ers, and are too apt to disregard the rights of their employes, 
whom they look upun as mere machines to produce revenue. 
The Pennsylvania managers propose to give the lie to this. 
Faithful service will be recognized and rewarded. 

The scheme is wise as well as humanitarian. Better work 
will be forthcoming from men who know that good work will 
be appreciated. The service will be improved with conse- 
quent growth of popular approval. Moreover, the edge will 
be taken off much of the popular “prejudice” against the cor- 
porations which adopt such a policy.

THE COMMISSIONERS THINK Tay 


NATIVES ARE SATISFIED. 


ALL THE HEAD MEN AGREED, 


The Plan of Government Must Be 
Ratified by the Three Inter. | 
ested Uowers. . 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 7.—Bartlett Tripp 
and Baron Sternberg, the American and 
German members of the Samoan commis- 
sion who arrived in this cjty Sunday on the 
United States steamer Badger, will leave for 
Washington to-night. On board the Badger 
are 34 rifles which the commisstoners took 
from the followers of ‘Mataafa and Mae 


lietoa Tanus. In speaking about the 
:, . se arme 
Mr. Tripp said: 

The commissioners on their arrival at 
Apia May 13 last saw that the natives would 
have to be disarmed if. peace was to be ree 
stored and the committee placed ina posi« 
tion to accomplish anything definite. Al 
the white people on the islands, including 
the naval officials and the missionartes, 
thought disarmament was Impossible. The 
commissioners made up their minds to have 
it done. Mataafa and his chiefs were 
sounded on the subject. They were told 
that the Malietoa Tanus people would be 
compelled to give up their arms if t 
so. Negotiations were carried on quiethe = 
in a determined manner. ‘The Mataata people 
wanted to know if they would receive pay 
for their guns. _ We had no power to reime 
burse them. We promised, however, that 
after peace was established and we returned 
home that they should be com nsated for 
their arms or ‘the latter would be restored 
to them. 4 

“On May $1 last the Mataafa peop! e 
rendered to us 200 guns. General ad wise 
was expressed at this action. Phe Malletoa 
Tanus faction a day later surrendered their 
arms, the latter including 700, rifles from 
the English man-of-war at Apia. The Ma. 
taafa people soon came in with the ree 
mainder of their weapons. The ¢ommise- 


paid for the guns. 


commissioners have decided upon for the 
Samoan Islands, we think we have accom. 
ished something definite. I[ cannot talk 
about what we have egreed upon. Only 
three copies of the proposed form of ROV- 
ernment are in existence. These are in 
the possession of the three commissioners 
and are intended for their respective Gove 
ernments. While in a general way some of 
the features of this proposed form of gov- 
eriment are. known, it is not true that the 
document has been given out for publica- 
tion here or anywhere else. 

rhe proposed government provides for @ 
white man as administrator of the island—~ 
the Governor-General, in other words, 
will take the place of a Samoan King. 
Much of the trouble in the isiands has 
been due to the fact that the natives have 
always had an elective instead of a hered- 
itary king. The natives realize that fact 
themselves. Malietoa having resigned ag 
king, that troublesome proposition is now 
at an end. By having a white administra- 
tor in supreme control, it je the hope of 
the commission that peace will be perma- 
nent in the islands. There also ‘will be 
consular representatives, but their author- 
ity will be more curtailed than at pres- 
ent. The natives will be allowed local seif- 
sovernment. The idea of the commission- 
ers is to let the natives govern themseives 
as far as possible. 
We believe that the Government we 
have recommended meets with general ap- 
proval on the part of the natives. The 
three drat iS, or copies, we have are signed 
by 13 'Mataafa chiefs and a like number of 
Malietoa head men. Before drafting the 
scheme we visited every district and is- 
land save Kanua. Some chiefs from the 
latter island were seen. In all the dis- 
tricts meetings were held, where we ex- 
changed views with the natives. Many 
g00d suggestions were obtained in this 
way. Finally a ‘big council was held. On 
that occasion 450 chiefs met us. There was 
an Bs snowy a — the Mataafa and

‘“‘Lauti, a Mataafa chief, read a len thy 
statement, embodying his views as toa form 
of government. It contained many points 
we had already decided upon. This coinel- 
dence was not strange, because of the fact 
that we had previously exch ged views 
with the natives as to what * s best for 
them. It was the day followin, this meete 
ing that 26 chiefs, 13 from each faction 
Signed our three drafts of the proposed 
government. The plan will have to be rati- 
fled by the three governments before it is 
enforced. 

“Chief Lauti is a fine orator. He would 
rank as an orator in any country. Chief 
Fati of the Malietoa following is also an 
able speaker. Chiefs Lemanu and Wou can 
also ‘be placed in the same category. When 
Chief Lemanu bade us good-bye he re- 
marked: 

‘**You are not going back home to make 
fools of yourselves.’ He explained his some- 
what singular remark by saying: 

“You will teil your people that you 
made peace at Samoa. We do not want to 
disappoint you. We will keep peace.’ Chief 
Lemanu belongs to the Mataafa following.’ 

Mr. Tripp admitted that Chief Justice 
(“hambers had returned to this Ng oot ot 
with the Intention of resigning. He denie 
that there had been any friction between 
Chief Justice Chambers and the Commis- 
sion and insisted that all along there has 
been the utmost good feeling. 

He did not know at what time Chambers 
would resign, nor did he know what effect 
the resignation would have. oe 

“Yes,"’ Commissioner Tripp went on, “we 
prepared a confidential report regarding the 
fight at Samoa last spring. I canriot dis- 
cuss the character of mine, nor even intle 
mate whom I think was reeponaiss for 
the unfortunate loss of life. Considerable 
damage resulted from the bombardment 
and claims aggregating $500,000 are 
prepared. The Commissioners had no aus 
thority in that matter.” :

Romanzo H. Smith has addressed the fol- 


lowing letter to the Post-Dispatch, in re- 
ply to statements made by Councilman 
Hodges in connection with the charges 


against Dr. Otto Sutter, former Superin- 
tendent of the City Hospital: 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

St. Louis, Aug. 2, 1899.—I see by the Post- 
Dispatch that Capt. Hodges does not like my 
looks and has no use for me. Capt. Hodges 
states that I called on him in June. This is 
bis first mistake. I bave his letter addressed 
to me, dated on the 27th day: of May, 189, 
asking me to call at his office, which I did on 
the sume day. Mr. Hodges asked me what 
had in the way of evidence as to irregularities 
in the City Hospital. I told him that I had a 
let of orders and documents with me, but that 
the time had passed for using them, as Dr. 
Starkloff had been confirmed by the Council as 
Health Commissioner and it had been my in- 
tention to use them to defeat the doctor. 

But I showed him the same orders and docu- 
ments that are now in possession of the Post- 
Dispatch. The Captain looked them over and 


asked me to write him a letter setting forth 
the facts in the case and he would put it to 
good use. I told him that I had no particular 


desire to crowd Dr. Sutter, but if be desired 
I would write him the letter and give him all 
the information I had. He asked me to leave 
the orders and other papers with him, which 
I declined to do. I left his office and Pare 
the letter he asked for and delivered it the 
same day. I never heard any more about the 
matter until June 7, when an awe of the 
hospital told me that seven of the employes 
were called before the City Counselor and asked 
various questions in regard to labor and sup- 
plies used at Dr. Sutters hb hospital. The 
following day I saw Mr. Hodges, and when 

made the remark that I had learned that he 
had commenced an investigation, he at first 
seemed not to understand, but finally admitted 
it. but said that he had not had time to look 
the matter up, and knew but little of the re- 
suits.
